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OUR HAM-STRUNG LEGISLATURE. 


A delegation representing opponents of the | 
proposal to re-install bars in the hotels of the) 
province for the sale of beer waited on the Pro. | 
vincial government on Thursday and ahaaaw | 
four requests. They asked — 

1—That no plebiscite be held on the question 
of issuing beer licenses to the hotels unless the 
petition asking for such change in the law and 
policy of the province be found to be in order as} 
required under the direct legislation act; 

2That if a referendum is to be held the vot- 
ers should be given an oportunity to say wheth- | 
er they are in favor of continuing the present 
prohibitory legislation ; H 

3—That if a vote be taken opportunity shall 
also be given the voters to say whether they are 
in favor of what is called ‘‘bone dry’’ legislation ; 

4——That in any case there be no plebiscite un-| 
til the public have had ample time to learn ex- 
actly what proposals are to be submitted for 
their decision, and to consider what will be the 
effect if either or all of them are sanctioned. | 

‘As to the first request it is to be supposed 
that no vote will be taken unless the petition and | 
the lists of signatures appear to be in couform: | 
ity with the requirements of the act. Beyond ap- 
pearances neither the special committee nor the 
legislature cun be held responsible. It is not} 
practicable to verify thousands of signatures | 
purporting to have been affixed by people in ali| 
parts of the province, nor does the law impose 
any such impossible duty upon the members. 
Unless in such case it is shown that fraud has! 
been resorted to, or that mistakes have been 80 
frequent as to disqualify the petition, the legis-| 
lature can not do else than assume that the pro- 
visions of the act have been complied with. Ad 
mittedly that is much like saying that the legis- 
lature must proceed upon guess-work, but that 
has to be done if direct legislation is to be work- 
able. : 

The proposals of the legislature regarding the 
plebiscite, if one be held, are reasonable. That) 
sufficient time should be allowed the voters to} 
find out exactly what they are asked to decide, | 
and to permit a general and adequate discussion 
of the probable results, cannot be objected to} 
upon any ground. 

That, if a referendum is to be taken, the bal 
lot shonld provide opportunity for the expres: | 
sion of the voters’ opinion as to continuing the} 
present law, and strengthening its prohibitory | 
features, seems a fair proposition. A referendum 


oa 


costs money, and a lot of it. If the expense has! 
to be incurred it is desirable that we should get 
the most possible out of it, in the way of finding 
out whether the public want something different, 
and if so precisely what. 

But has the legislature power to broaden out 
the issue in this way? The Direct Legislation 
act provides that a stipulated percentage of the 
electors may petition the legislature to secure 
the enactment of a proposed bill, and the peti 
tioners must accompany their petition with a 
copy of the bill they want to become law. The 


legislature then has two alternatives: It may 
pass the bill, without amendment, at the session 
then being held; or it may submit the measure 
for the approval or rejection of the voters. If 
the latter course is taken, and the measure se 
cures popular endorsation, ‘‘The said proposed 
‘‘aet shall be enacted by the legislature at its next 
“session without amendment. ’’ 

The hotelmen have not asked to know what 
the publie think about continuing the present 
law, or about making it more prohibitory, or 
about establishing a system of government dis 
pensaries. They have asked for the submission 
to the voters of a ready-made bill giving them 
the right to sell beer in the hotels, and for noth- 
ing else. It is not apparent where the legislature 
gets any power to amend that bill, either before 
submission or after, or to otherwise import into 
the referendum questions which the petitioners 
did not include and presumably do not want in 
cluded. If the Direct Legislation act means what 
it says, and what it still more plainly seems to 
mean, there are just two things the legislature 
can do: It can submit the beer bill, and nothing 
but that; or if can amend or repeal the Direct 
Legislation act. 

It is unfortunate, beyond doubt, that the pow 
ers of the legislature are circumscribed in this 
way. But it has to be recalled that it was the 
very purpose of the Direct Legislation act to so 
circnumseribe the powers of the legislature, ‘That 


other question would have put the members in) 


the same predicament and the province to the 


same expense. If the legislature is minded to re-| 


sume its proper function as the law-making body 
of the province the present situation would seem 
to provide the inducement and offer a fitting oc- 
casion.
